Whether It be In reference to our 


Lord himself or to his followers, suf- 
fering always leads to Glory, and The 
Glory is set before Us as an Incentive 
to patient suffering. The prophets tes- 
tified of the- sufferings of Christ and 
the OHorr that should follow (1 Pet. 
I'SUfc 11). Be said to th* two on tn« 
nay 'to Emmaus, '-Ought not Christ to 
imve suffered these things and to en- 
ter into bis glory?" (Luke 24:96). 
Toe joy set before him helped him tut 
endure War own cross <Heb. 11:10, 
2<8; Rom. 8:18). Now as he gpdke of 
liia own *n<J his disciples' sufferings, 
he also spoke of his coming In Glory, 
and said that some of those listening 
to him should not taste of death till 
they bad.seen ,th* KMnMorn of God 
come with, power (Mir,*:'8:38; 9:1; 
compare Matt. M:27, 38 and Luke 
»;26, 27). The account of his trans- 
figuration following Immediately after 
that statement ID each of the Gos- 
pels, and Peter's testimony In 2 Pet. 
l:lfr-18, make it unmistakably clear 
to me that the events of the transfig- 
uration were what he referred to In 
Bterk 0:1; and the three disciples, 
Peter, Junes ana John, actually saw 
ttjat Kingdom In miniature. 
They 


went up into a high mountain, and «* 
h* -prayed his appearance cbanged as 
'described: His face did shine as the 
sun, and bis raiment became white as 
•now. Compare the account in each 
Gospel and also Rev. 1:13-18. Then 
Moses.and Elijah appeared^ and talked 
with him oC his approaching death In 
Jerusalem. The three disciple* were 
heavy with sleep, but when they were 
awake they saw his Glory and the two 
men who stood with him. Peter not 
knowing what he said, talked of mak- 
ing three tabernacles, one for the Lord 
Jesus, pne for Moses and one for Eli- 
jah, for he felt that it was so good 
to be there. While Peter spake, a 
cloud overshadowed them, and a voice 
out of the cloud said: "This la my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased, hear ye him." 
When the 


cloud waa passed; they saw no man 
any more save Jesus only with them- 
selves. Now consider this, and see 
the glory which was ever In that pre- 
pared body, shining forth as It will 
when he shall come again. See Moses
